The Text Explained and Illumined 


Preparations for Rebuilding the 
Temple, 3.89. “The Temple was to 
the Jews what the Pyramids were to 
the Egyptians, the Parthenon to the 
Greekgy the Colosseum to the Romans, 
St. Peter’s to the Latins—but it was 
more. It meant to the Jews what 
the flag means to you, what the cross 
means to the Christian” (William 8. 
Mitchell). In the spring following 
their return to Jerusalem (see The 
Historical Background), Zerubbabel 
the governor, Jeshua the high priest, 
priests, Levites and people began 
preparations for rebuilding the tem- 
ple by appointing the Levites 
twenty years of age as overseers of 
the work. Then Jeshua, 
the sons of Judah, and the sons of 
Henadad, all with their sons and 
their brethren took @harge of the 
workmen, 

The first temple was the work of 
King Solomon. The people were 
obliged to supply him with necessary 
money and labor. This second tem- 
ple was the work of the people them- 
|selves. “The leaders are obscured 
by the presence in force of the un- 
named, unnumbered people. The 
more democratic character of this 
second movement was for the health 
of Israel. Men recelve more help of 
a permanent sort from that which they 
do themselves than from the most 
elaborate results achieved for them by 
the generosity of others. The pauper- 
ization of spirit which results in any 
ehurch where some generous million- 
} aire stands ready to relieve the con- 
gregation from the necessity of bear- 
| ing its own financial burdens is pathe- 
| tie. The commitment of a great in- 
terest to the rank and file may occa- 
j sion a measure of delay; the earlier 
stages of the undertaking may some-

Agricultural Products increase 


Figures Show Increased Production In 
British Columbia 

The agricultural production of Brit- 

ish Columbia last year increased in 

value $4,000,000 over the 1922 produe- 

tion, according to figures compiled by 

the Provincial Department of Agricul- 


ture. The value of agricultural pro- 
ducts in 1923 was $59,159,798, as 
against $55,322,971 in the previous 


twelve months, 

Livestock production increased from 
$14,550,494 in 1922 to $15,920,028 in 
1923. Poultry and eggs both show 
slight decrease, the value for 1923 be- 
ing: Poultry, $1,989,567; eggs, $1,963¢ 
412. The total decrease in the two 
branches ts $62,859. 

Dairy products increased in value 
by over $1,250,009, being $9,234,576, as 
against $8,001,135 for 1922. Under 
this heading butter shows an increase 
from 3,906,415 pounds to 4,221,704 
pounds, frosh milk, from 11,054,390 
gallons to 12,800,070 gallons, evapor- 
ated milk, from 169,229 to 213,199! 
cases; ice cream from 393,363 gallons | 
to 419,701 gallons. 

The total production of fruit shows 
an increase in value from $4,915,604 
to $6,034,976, although there is a de- 
crease in value of both small fruits 
and tree fruits other than apples, 
which showed an increase from $2,- 
951,193 to $4,242,340. 

Vegetables valued at $5,853,626 
show a very slight increase over the 
previous year. Fodder crops valued 
at $12,312,725 show a slight decrease. 
Grain crops of a value of $3,966,857 
exceed those of 1922 in both value 
and quantity. Hops to the value of 
$399,922 exceed the quantity produc- 
ed in 1922 by 318,903 pounds; goats 
milk also exceeds the quantity and 
value for 1922 and is valued at $96,000.

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Farm Statistics Wanted 


In conjunction with the Dom- 
inion Bureau of Statistics, the 
Provincial Department of Agri- 
culture is now engaged in its 
annual enumeration of areas 
sown to crop and of farm live- 
stock throughout the province. 

Card schedules upon which 
the farmers are asked to enum- 
erate the areas sown to various 
crops on their farms, and the 
number of livestock owned by 
them or sold and slaughtered 
during the past seasen, have 
been distributed by the Domin- 
ion Bureau in co-operation with 
the provincial department. 
These scheduleshave been mail- 
ed to secretaries of school dis- 
tricts, for distribuion to far- 
mersthrough the medium of 
the school teachers and school 
children, and through other 
mediums, 

The co-operation of the far- 
mers of the province is earnast- 
ly solicited in this work. This 
enumeration is simply an agri- 
cultural stock-taking, and the 
statistics gathered thereby are 
reliable only insofar as the far- 
mers give their co-operation, 
and provide accurate returns. 
Farmers need not fear that 
these returns will be used for 
income tax purposes. The re- 
turns are received and dealt 
with under secrecy, and the in- 
dividual returns are not pub- 
lished, merely the resulting to- 
tals. 

The schedules, when filled out 
by the farmers, should be re-
